Gentlemen: 

I li:mrl you statement of my crop of this year, 1884, and while I 
am quite sure it could have been doubled, if the season had been a 
favorable one, yet I am well satisfied with the piospects of farming or 
gardening in Texas when I can do as well as I have done this year, 
with the disadvantage of the protracted drouth to contend with: 

1 only cultivated ten acres, and that was new land, which I broke last 
winter, and which does not stand the drouth as well as old land, or 
land that has been cultivated for some time. 

1 cultivated 4 acres in Water-melons, which produced about 6,000 
melons* average price realized, 15c each; total, .$900. 

I cultivated in Onions one acre, which produced 150 bushels; 
sold at $1.00 per bushel. Total, $150. 

One acre in Tomatoes, from which I only saved 75.bushels, sold at 
$1.00 per bushel. This crop, when seasonable, will produce from 
two to four hundred bushels per acre. 

l\\o acres of my crop was planted in Potatoes, from which, owing 
to d'outh, only 200 bushels were dug. Sold at $1.00 per bushel- 
Total, $200. 

The remaining two acres was cultivated in Cabbage, Lettuce, 
Beets, itc., which netted about $50, making the total crop on the 
ten acres, sold at the above figures, realize about $1,375. 

Mv young Orchard was set out last fall, and some of my early peach 
trees bore a fe »* peaches this year of as good variety as ever was 
raised in Arkansas o> the old Dominion state. 

This has been the most unfavorable season for this kind of a crop I 
have ever seen, and as this crop was raised on sod land, without 
fertilizers, it speaks well for diversified crops in Texas under 
favorable circumstances.
